You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hali  in 
Bath  on  Tuesday,  March  10,  1953,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman  for 
three  years,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three 
years,  one  Library  Trustee  for  three  years,  a  Town 
Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  one  or  more  Highway  Agents, 
and  all  other  necessary  town  officers  and  agents  for 
the  ensuing  year 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  officers  and  agents 
heretofore  choserj  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  town  officers'  sal- 
aries and  expenses,  for  repairs,  maintenance  and  con- 
struction of  highways  and  bridges,  for  the  support  of 
the  town  Library,  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  the  sup- 
port of  the  town  poor,  for  the  observance  of  Memorial 
Day  and  Old  Home  Day,  and  for  all  necessary  town 
charges  and  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
Aid  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  roads  and  raise  and 
appropriate  or  set  aside  the  sum  of  $628.96  for  said 
purpose. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars  for  the  town's  share  of  cooperative  participa- 
tion in  the  White  Mountains  Region  Association. 


Article  6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  on 
the  following  question;  "Shall  the  provisions  in  Chap- 
ter 171-A  of  the  Revised  Laws  relative  to  playing 
games  of  beano  be  adopted  in  this  town?" 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  pass  any  vote  rela- 
tive to  the  acquisition  of  the  town  of  a  power  shovel 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  this  purpose,  and/or  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  on  short  term  notes 
a  part  or  all  of  the  money  necessary  for  this  purpose. 

Article  S.  To  see  if  the  town  will  pass  any  vote  rela- 
tive to  building  a  garage  on  the  end  of  the  Town  Hall 
to  house  the  grader  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  nine  hundred  dollars  for  this  purpose. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
municipal  accounting  division  and  to  make  an  appro- 
priation to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  dispense 
with  the  delivery  of  inventory  blanks  until  April  1. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  es- 
tate acquired  through  the  Tax  Collector's  deed. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes. 

Article  13.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  mav 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.

The  1952-1953  school  year  started  at  the  Bath  Vil- 
lage, Carbee  and  Swiftwater  schools  on  September  3d 
with  a  total  elementary  school  enrollment  of  93  pupils 
distributed  as  follows:  Bath  Village,  66;  Carbee,  12; 
and  Swiftwater.  15.  There  were  also  32  secondary  pu- 
pils enrolled,  four  at  Lisbon  High  School  and  28  at 
Woodsville  High  School. 

The  system  was  again  fortunate  in  having  no  change 
in  its  staff  in  Bath  Village  or  Carbee.  Mrs.  Helen  Dan- 
forth  of  Lisbon  replaced  Mrs.  Kimball  at  Swiftwater. 
Mrs.  Danforth  is  a  Keene  graduate  and  comes  to  us 
with  several  years  of  successful  experience. 

The  secondary  pupils  attending  Woodsville  High 
School  are  fortunate  to  be  able  to  participate  in  prac- 
tical industrial  arts  and  home  economics  courses  in 
such  a  fine  modern  building  as  was  made  possible  by 
the  completion  of  the  new  practical  arts  building. 
Courses  in  general  woodworking,  machine  lathe,  auto- 
motive mechanics,  electric  and  gas  welding,  are  of- 
fered to  the  boys  as  well  as  home  making,  foods,  and 
clothing  to  the  girls. 

The  Village  building  was  improved,  during  the  sum- 
mer, by  interior  painting.  Electric  wiring  was  checked 
for  overloading,  and  a  hazardous  condition  corrected. 
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The  greatest  need  for  the  coming  minor  repair  pro- 
gram is  the  renovating  of  the  toilet  room  for  the  boys. 
This  is  an  item  about  which  we  are  often  criticized  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health. 

It  is  only  by  the  concerted  efforts  of  school  person- 
nel, parents  and  citizens  that  we  enjoy,  and  point  with 
pride,  to  the  well-organized,  economically  operated, 
and  efficiently  taught  public  schools.  Expressing  my 
appreciation  for  the  above  cooperation  is  an  annual 
pleasure. 

W.  E.  Givens,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  N.E.A., 
has  stated  that  "the  educational  programs  of  our 
schools  have  developed  in  response  to  the  needs  of  the 
individuals  and  the  communities  they  serve." 

Our  early  schools  were  largely  influenced  by  a  con- 
cept that  education  was  memorization.  A  person  may 
be  well  stuffed  with  information  and  still  be  very 
poorly  educated.  Education  for  tomorrow  includes 
thinking  as  well  as  knowing.

One  pupil  attended  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  held 
in  Woodsville,  New  Hampshire. 

The  eye  examinations  were  completed  in  Grades  i 
through  VIII.  Whenever  symptoms  of  defects  were 
found  a  written  notice  was  sent  home  to  the  parent  or 
guardian. 

The  first  grade  children  were  given  the  audiometric 
hearing  test. 

One  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Director  of 
School  Health  Services  was  physical  examinations  for 
the  1st,  4th  and  8th  grades.  In  this  way,  each  pupil 
would  receive  three  complete  physical  examinations. 
Often,  unnoticed  defects  may  be  detected  by  these  ex- 
aminations. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Bennett, 
to  the  teachers,  and  to  the  parents  for  the  kind  co- 
operation which  I  have  received  in  carrying  out  the 
school  health  program.
